UN climate gabfest all smoke and mirrors 



Canada’s Prime Minister Justin Trudeau, Australia’s Prime Minister 
Malcolm Turnbull, French President Francois Hollande, Brazil’s President 
Dilma Roussef, and Chile’s President Michelle Bachelet attend attend a 
meeting to launch the ‘Mission Innovation: Accelerating the Clean Energy 
Revolution’ on the opening day of the World Climate Change Conference 
2015 (C0P21) at Le Bourget, near Paris, France. 


T he best way to think 
of the 12-day United 
Nations’ climate 
meeting which starts today 
in Paris is to recall the 
story of the emperor’s new 
clothes. 

With 50,000 official and 
unofficial participants and 
scores of world leaders 
attending — including Prime 
Minister Justin Trudeau and 
various and sundry premiers 
- it will generate a gigantic 
carbon footprint. 

We know it’s going to 
be declared a success in 
advance because, with 
so many world leaders 
attending, that’s mandatory, 
regardless of what the new 
global warming treaty 
produced there actually 
achieves. 

In the real world, the UN 
has been holding these giant 
and expensive talkfests in 
the world's most popular 
tourist destinations since 
1992, while greenhouse gas 
emissions linked to climate 
change continue to rise. 

They’re going up in the 
U.S., where President Barack 
Obama pretends to be a 
"green” leader by blocking 
the Keystone XL pipeline, 
while approving enough 
new oil and gas pipelines to 
more than encircle the earth. 
They’re going up in China, 


India and across Asia. In 
2012, the World Resources 
Institute identified 1,200 
new coal-fired electricity 
plants — the single greatest 
source of rising global 
greenhouse gas emissions 
- planned for 59 countries, 
75% in China and India. 

They’re going up in 
Canada, although Trudeau 
will be treated like a rock 
star by the UN poobahs and 
hangers-on. 

That because he’s going to 
genuflect before the UN and 
throw another couple of billion 
dollars of taxpayers’ money 

at its $100 billion climate 
mitigation hind, earmarked for 
developing countries. 

Trudeau will come to this 
meeting declaring, again, 
that “Canada is back” from 
the Stephen Harper years, 


even though his emission 
reduction target is the same 
as Harper’s. 

Trudeau promises to 
reduce Canada's emissions 
to 17% below 2005 levels by 
2020 and 30% by 2030, which 
would require shutting 
down the equivalent of 
58% of Canada's oil and gas 
sector within five years and 
100% within 15. 

That's no more doable than 
the average of 6% below 1990 
emissions between 2008 and 
2012 that the previous liberal 
government committed 
Canada to, which would have 
required Harper in 2006 to 
shut down the equivalent 
of Canada’s transportation 
sector within two years. 

But why let the facts get 
in the way of another UN 
talkfest?

In response to increasing call 
volumes, Niagara EMS wants to 
hire an additional 20 full-time 
employees to the tune of more 
than $1 million.

Niagara drivers ‘weren’t bad’ in Allstate study 


Anew report from Allstate Insur¬ 
ance lists St. Catharines, Welland 
and Niagara Falls among the top 30 
Canadian centres with the fewest 
motor vehicle collisions in its 2015 
Safe Driving Study. 

There are 81 centres included in 
the list The No. 1 spot on the report 
went to Spruce Grove, Alta., a city of 
32,000 people in the outskirts of 
Edmonton. Halifaxwas the worst 
city for motor vehicle collisions, 
tanked at No. 81. 


Catharines was the safest with 
ranking of No. 15. St. Catharines 
collision claims frequency was 4.79 


of every 100 vehicles on the road 
involved in a reported collision in 
the past two years. 

It’s an improvement for St. 
Catharines which was ranked No. 
20 in Allstate’s last study, published 
in 2013. 

Welland was ranked at No. 23, 
with a collision claims frequency of 
5.11 per cent. But Welland fared 
much better two years early, when 
itwas ranked No. 13. 

Niagara Falls drivers earned the 


No. 30 position, with a collision 
claims frequency of 5.2 per cent It 
was an improvement for Niagara 
Falls as well, which was ranked at 
No. 33 in 2013. 

While Niagara communities 
could have scored better, Jason 
Foroglou, an agency manager from 
Allstate’s Courdce-Oshawa office, 
said the scores "weren't bad" 

"I think you guys are doing great" 
Foroglousaid "Youcouldbedoing 
alotworse, that’s for sure." 

He said many factors could have 
contributed to Welland's drop in 
the rankings compared to 2013. 

“A lot of it is dependent upon 
weather,” he said, noting the past 
fewwinters have been severe. 

Meanwhile, construction pro¬ 
jects can also cause havoc with 
motorists. 

“You get more traffic diverting 
and you end up with a higher con¬ 
centration of vehicles on a road, 
that maybe people aren’t used to 
having that much traffic, and you 
get some rear-end collisions 
because of the increase in the num¬ 
ber of vehicles on the road in that 


best way to not get into a collision," 

When staying put isn’t an option, 
Foroglou said motorists should 
focus on leaving enough space 
between vehicles in front of them, 
checking mirrors and reducing
